We have decided to issue new banknotes of the denominations 5, 10 
and 25 gulden to an amount of 500 000 notes of each value. 


tuft As a preliminary to the order, which will be placed later by The 
Netherlands Purchasing Commission, we should want the required plates de- 
signed and engraved to the following specifications: 
Size, color and general appearance must be the same as enclosed 
samples, however to distinguish them from bills of former issues we wish to 
have a few minor changes made in the design. 


The City view must be the same (Curagao for 5 gulden, Aruba for 
10 gulden and Bonaire for 25 gulden). Below these views a blank space must 
remain, which you will notice is watermarked CUR-BANK; we should like to 
have the proposed new issue watermarked in a similar manner, if possible. 
The coat of arms and the arrangement of the numbers and dates are to re- 
main the same except that the date itself will be of the year of issue (1943). 


The signatures as shown on the 25 gulden are obsolete and are 
not to be repeated, they must be replaced by signatures as shown on 5 and 
BB 10 gulden, 


The paper must be of the best quality to withstand plenty of 
handling and to last a reasonable time. 


We beg you will begin by having the plates engraved, sending us 
as soon as possible prints of each denomination (front and back) for the 
aproval of our board of Directors. 


In the meantime please furnish us with an estimate of costs, time 
required and any other particulars which may serve us as a guide,
